One of the most valuable rights 
possessed by motroists in Pennsyl­ 
vania is, strangely enough, but little 
understood to a great many motor 
vehicle owners. It is the provision 
for waiver of hearing in summary 
prosecutions. 
More than any other single fac­ 
tor, according to Harrison G. Kil­ 
dare, counsel in charge of the legal 
departm ent of the Keystone Auto­ 
mobile club, this provision has been 
responsible for the virtual extinction 
of “fining mills,” which flourished ( 
throughout the state prior to 1923. J 
At the legislative session in th at 
year, the club proposed the waiter 
amendment, which has been incor­ 
porated in the motor law ever .since, 
insuring an absolute square deal to 
accused motorists lf they have fore­ 
thought to employ it. 
Fear of being taken into court and 
their 
improper practices exposed 
caused “fining squires" to give up 
the lucrative business of making a 
living at the expense of motorists. 
Only occasionally in recent years 
has any squire enjoyed this distinc­ 
tion. and then only for a short 
period. 
Any motorist charged with violat­ 
ing any of the summary provisions 
I of the code may waive summary 
hearing before a magistrate or jus­ 
tice of the peace and give bond, in 
a sum equal to double the amount of j 
the fine and costs that might be im­ 
posed, for appearance for trial be­ 
fore a judge of a court of record. 
Of course, nothing is to be gained 
by waiver of hearing if the motorist 
feels th at the charge against him is 
just. 
But when the motorist is of 
the belief that he is unjustly ac­ 
cused, he should by all means take 
advantage of this provision of the 
law and have the facts of the prose­ 
cution brought before a Judge. 
No motorist in this state need pay 
an unwarranted fine. 
The legal 
weapon of waiver of hearing is 
available to him in every summary 
case.

An appeal to drivers to protect 
dogs, cats and other small animals 
or fowl that wander on the high­ 
ways was sounded today by the 
Pennsylvania Motor federation of 
which the Gettysburg Motor club is 
a part, as the result of complaints 
from all parts of the state that 
thousands of these are being killed 
by automobiles. 
Opening to mo­ 
torists of many rural areas through 
completion 
of 
several 
thousand 
miles of new road during the past 
year has added materially to the 
slaughter of animals on highways, 
according to the P. M. F. 
Animals Not Protected 
“The law gives virtually no pro­ 
tection to animals on the highways, 
but car operators should give them 
consideration and care at all times,” 
said S. Edward Gable, president of 
the federation. 
“The great major­ 
ity of motorists do everything pas­ 
sible to safeguard animals and fowl, 
yet often we come acrass a dead 
dog, cat, chicken, squirrel or rabbit 
I that has been the victim of a mo­ 
tor vehicle. 
Of course there are 
times when hitting one of these is 
unavoidable, and sometimes drivers 
I jeopardize their own safety to avert 
running down an animal or fowl, 
but some are not so considerate in 
this respect as they should be." 
The 
federation head explained 
that while no statistics are available 
as to death and injury of animals 
on highways, there seems to exist a 
I better understanding of what con­ 
stitutes good form about these crea- 
j tures than was formerly the case. 
"The average operator, possibly 
because he is more considerate than 
in years gone by, tries to give a dog. 
j cat, squirrel, chicken or bird its 
moral traffic rights, even though 
j these creatures are not protected by 
law' when they wander on the road­ 
way," he said: 
“There is no ques­ 
tion, however, but th at a little care 
and watchfulness on the part of

since three-cent postage went into 
effect on July 6 was today reported 
by John H. Eckert, postmaster. 
Three-cent stamps may come and 
two-cent stamps may go, but the 
volume of letters passing through 
Gettysburg's postoffice remains just 
about the same now as before the 
increased postage went into effect. 
Postmaster Eckert said. 
Mr. Eckert admitted he was sur­ 
prised that the 
Gettysburg 
office 
shouid keep up its volume of mail 
so well during the first three weeks 
of increased postage, while other 
cities, such as New York, are show­ 
ing a decrease.
